A RETROSPECTIVE OF FISCAL YEAR 1987 


The tiost evident - features. _in_state_ tax. _support of higher. education. in 


FY1987_ were as follows: there. was_an increase of nearly two billion dollars 


over FY1986; it waa the second consecutive year where state support-exceeded 30 


billion dollars annually; and after two successive years of positive two-year 


percentage gains there was a decline in the rate of gain over the previous 


period. . 


As deacnebvsted by the Piedres shown. below; the lowest -single-year-_and two- 


year rates of gain_in_a full decade occurred in 1984,. In 1985 and in-1986 there 


were strong increases in rates of gain for higher education (16% and 19%; 


respectively). While 1987. showed a demonstrable gain of 14% in the support of 


higher educatior,. the rate.of gain slowed.- Part_ of . this. was due to the fact 
that none of the states experienced two-year increases of more than 402, but 


five states showed negative. increases over. the two-year period. As shown on the 


map,- these five states in_ combination with seven others comprised the lowest 12 


of the 50 states in. two-year gains. They depict a broad are reaching from 


Alaska;. Montana, and Wyoming in the Northwest; to the farm states of Towa ; 


Nebraska, - Kansas, and Wisconsin. in- the Great -Lakes Region; _then__south to a 


cluster cf New Mexico, Texas, Oklahoma; Louisiana, and_ Mississippi. Economic 


stress involving oil and energy, farming, .and the wood and mineral-related in- 


dustries explain much of the fact_that these 12 states were the nation's lowest 


in percentages of two-year _gain for. -higher education.

_ While single year changes are of interest, GRAPEVINE has utilized two-year 


percentage gains because of the advantage of. a__longer view over a two-year 


two-year gains for the nation, arranged in. quartiles and quadrants. Quartiles 


make use of the. range of changes from the greatest current increase in Maiue 
(37% over two-years) to Alaska's -11% two. year change. Quadrants divide the na- 


tion fairly evenly into four portions with the northeast corner.of. Missouri at 


and southern border of Pennsylvania dividing Northeast from Southeast.

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Using quartiles, the. 50 states were arranged in. jepeaddiae: orders. Thirteen 


are in-the top quartile ranging-from 37% to a 20% two-year gain. _ | The second 


quartile ranges. from 19% to 15%_and the third quartile include 13 states with 


Bains between 142 _ and 9%. The lowest quartile includes 12 states from Wisconsin 
at_8% to New Mexico and Nebraska at 2% followed by five states with negative 


percentages, indicating actual decreases. The weighted national average gain 
was 14%.

The -1l. Northwest -states have none in the top grouping; but they are divided 


evenly. between the 2d and 3d quartiles, and the lowest quartile. An -opposite 


pattern is seen in the Northeast with seven states ii the - -top group (Maine, New 


Hampshire, Massachusetts, Ohio, Michigan, Connecticut, and Indiana); _six states 


in the middle groups, and only Wisconsin in the lowest group. The Southeast is 


divided evenly among three groupings, including four states in the top 


(Virginia, Florida, Tennessee, North Carolina) three in the second quartile, and 
five in the 3d and 4th quartiles combined with. only Mississippi being in the 


lowest quartile. The Southwestern states have their largest grouping in the 


lowest quartile (Oklahoma, Kansas, New Mexico, Louisiata, Texas) with even 


groups (two or three states each) in the other three quartiles. Southwestern 
states in the top quartile included “evada and Arizona.

The other feature of GRAPEVINE is that. only state tax funds are included ari 


not other revenue sources such _as_ student tuition and. fees, federal funds, «nd 


non-tax sources appropriatec by the states... These limitations must be _kept in 


mind when analyzing and interpreting GRAPEVINE data, and this is especially true 


currently when appropriations from tai: sources may tend to be "flat" because of 


the limitations in revenue capacity in many of the states. States increasingly 


are utilizing revenue sources other than tax funds. It may well be that in the

--.It_would appear that substantial economic recovery has taken 


states using two-year gain figures. New England; Maine, New Hampshire, and 
Connecticut are above the national mean of 14%,_ asare Mew Jersey and New York 
in the Mid-Atlantic states, and all four Great Lakes States with the exception 
of Wisconsin. A-number of these states in the "rust belt" experienced early and 


on state budgets, and difficulty in strongly supporting higher education and 
other areas_as well. Florida, North Carolina, Tennessee, and Virginia continue 
to lead_the Southeast with the other states near or below the national mean. 
Revenue difficulties associated with the farm economy continue to cavse problems 
in_this region. The Northern Plains states fared relatively well ever in the

State Revenues_and Taxes. Another part of the economic and fiscal picture 


in the states becomes evident when examining the size of the states' general 
fund revenues, _Fecent decisions on taxes, _and-education expenditures. Drawing 
upon the work of fiscal analysts at the National Conference _of State. Legisla- 


tures; the table shown above incorporates the sizes of the projected growth 
rates in general fund revenues from FY1986 to FY1987 and the two-year percentage 
gains using GRAPEVINE data for the 13 states in the top quartile. and the _ 12

slower rate of. fain. Rates of gain for higher education of more than 20% were 


decreased to a consistent rate of under five percent per year. - Thus, some_slow- 
ing_in the higher education rate of gain would be expected and has_occurred, but 


state support for higher education has outpaced inflation by more than two-to- 
one.

AG... far most significant_ in the pattern of state expenditures fe hichee 
education, however, is not competition with elementary- secondary or-attempts to 


rationalize negative gains, but rather the -particular féatures of higher educa- 


tion appropriations this year. The most significant feature was. spending in- 


creases for categorical purposes, rather than_ general. and increnental increases 


ii. campus operating budgets. These categorical. ‘purposes are Similar to those 


reported in CRAPEVINE a year ago: ~ Spending | increases for economic development, 


job_ training including teacher training, and technology. This year,- spending 


increases were observed for student aid, minority access; teacher training,. and 


incentive funding for excellence and measurable productivity gains, The. primary 


purpose of GRAPEVINE is to report aggregate state totals, not specific 


categories, so our observations in these areas necd to be viewed as partial and 
preliminary. Nonetheless, Strong spending increases for student aid (more than 
twice the two-year rate of gain. than for the state total). were observed -in 
Arkansas, Caiifernia, Georgia, Kentucky, Ohio, Tennessee, Washington, and Wis- 
consin. with nearly equally strong rates ot gain in Haine; MasSachusetts, 


Michigan and Illinois. In a number of states, there were increases. targeted for 


teacher puch age _Fecru: -ting new teachers: into underserved subjects, _ and. in- 


for__ soeett ic». peoeeana: which are designed to avbenpidah sbeck vee that. -can_ be 


measured and are related to larger state purposes.

Missouri initiated 


programs of supplemental funding. designed. to. enhance campus missions and make 


specific contributions to the state's economic priorities. New Jersey has moved 
beyond. a. formula-based, er. a1 lment- -driven. funding system to a "base plus 


priority incentive funding system" having three distinct features, _ including 


reallocation, challenge grants, and incentive grants. Campuses are real locating 


resources in. order -to achieve goals aa as. enhancing physical plant expendi-~ 


tures and limiting salary expenditures to. -percentage of the base. budget.

‘Far’ more. significant than helping states ‘cenporaraly get through. dif= 


ficult fiscal. times these programs signal a new dimension in higher education 


financing which may veil be the bellwether for future state support of colleges 


and universities. 
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DATA REVISIONS 

One of the most significant improvements in GRAPEVINE in recent years has 
been. the incorporation sf _revisions_to the data which occur. subsequent to the 
initial legislative appropriation. Until the late 1970's, the issue of data 
revisions was virtuaily non-existent and occurred only sporadically. Since the 
late_1970°s, there have been a number of states, sometimes_as many as half of 
the states, which have made revisions to the initial legislative appropriations 
of state tax funds for the operating expenses of higher education. These sup- 
Plemental decisions may be made by_a_ legislature or by a governor, and the deci= 
sion may result in either enhancements. or reductions..in the original appropria- 
tions. For analytical_and research purposes, GRAPEVINE will incorporate as_many 


Beginning with this. issue of APPROPRIATIONS OF STATE TAX FUNDS FOR OPERAT= 


ING EXPENSES OF HIGHER EDUCATION, there will be two columns of figures for each 
state: one column contains the most current data available for the present fis- 


cal year (in this case FY1987) and the other is-for the preceding fiscal year 


(in. this case FY1986). By publishing both columns of data, it_is anticipated 
that analysts and researchers will be able to utilize the most accurate and cur- 


rent data available:
